Vocational Office Training is a cooperative work- 
training program for high school juniors and seniors 
preparing for full-time employment in business oc- 
cupations. It is, in fact, the ”capstone” of the busi- 
ness education program where the knowledges, 
skills, and techniques learned separately in business 
classes are brought together and applied to an ac- 
tual office job.
